Crewkerne gardeners are 
blooming champions 

A COUPLE from Fox Meadows in Crewkerne have won 
the first prize in this year's Magna Housing Association 
gardening competition, competing against others from 
across Somerset and Dorset. 

The winners of the John Foot Cup for the best garden 
overall were Doug and Jackie Johnson. The couple also 
won first prize in the small garden category. 

The judges said they had a difficult job when they 
went around to look at the entries. Frank Wilson, who 
judged the contest along with David Downton and 
John Foot, said: "Over the years I have judged at small 
and large local horticultural shows as well as national 
events such as the Hampton Court Flower Show. How¬ 
ever, I can honestly say that garden competitions are 
the most challenging to judge. 

"The reasons are simple - they are all different and you 
see them only once for just a short period of time. 

"For me, the best bit was actually meeting the garden¬ 
ers. It was genuinely interesting to hear what they had 
done, the problems they had overcome and what they 
were doing next year. We saw small gardens and large 
gardens. We saw first attempts and gardens where years 
of effort had resulted in something truly outstanding. 
Above all, we saw enthusiasm and pride and it's a 
shame that not every entry can win a prize." 

David Downton said standards were again very high, 
adding: "Every garden told a story, well done to all the 
residents who entered." 

The judges were taken round all the gardens by con¬ 
test organiser Jane Fisher, administrator to head of 
housing, and Ken Bodycombe, Magna's community de¬ 
velopment manager. 

First prize winners were awarded £65 worth of gar¬ 
dening vouchers, the second prizes were a subscription 
to Gardeners'World Magazine for a year and third prize 
was a family ticket to Abbotsbury sub-tropical gardens. 

Prizes were presented by Anne Marie Vincent, Magna 
Housing Association's vice-chairman, at a ceremony at 
Bayeux Court, Dorchester, one of Magna's sheltered 
housing complexes. 

All entrants to the competition were treated to a 
cream tea at Bayeux Court and everyone who entered 
received a goodie bag from Poundbury Garden Centre, 
topped up with a colourful cyclamen and seeds from 
Magna and stationery from Magna's strategic group for 
residents, Community Connections.

CREWKERNE community recycling cen¬ 
tre will be used for the trial of an auto¬ 
matic payment barrier. 

If this is successful, it will be rolled out 
to the other three sites with entry fees. A 
pre-payment entry card system will also 
be explored for trial at Crewkerne. At last 
Friday's meeting of Somerset Waste 
Board, resolutions were passed on the fu¬ 
ture of recycling sites and a planned 
anaerobic digestion plant for all of Som¬ 
erset's food waste. On recycling sites, the 
key decisions by SWB were that the pres¬ 
ent network of recycling sites will be 
maintained, with no reduction in open¬ 
ing hours or days, legal designations, 
entry fees or material charges, though 
this will be reviewed again in 12 months, 
"in the light of budget requirements at 
that time", unless the national or local sit¬ 
uation changes before then. 

Negotiations are to begin immediately 
with contractor Viridor to review opening 
hours after support in the recent survey 
to extend opening hours on Sunday and 
move to 10am-6pm during the week.

A RTIST Amanda 
Khan-Davis 
opened her secret 
garden in Hinton St 
George for Somerset Arts 
Week, not only to public 
exhibition but to hold 
workshops for the village 
school. 

Children enjoyed view¬ 
ing her unique exhibition 
of plantlife interpretation 
in felt and applique, dis¬ 
played in the round in a 
real Mongolian yurt. 

They also took part in felt 
making workshops with 
Christine Holmes Studley 
who also lives in the vil¬ 
lage. 

The exhibition, “From 
Kew to Eden” was the re¬ 
sult of three months solid 
work. 

The sunflower panel 
alone had 300 buttons hand 
sewn onto it. Amanda took 
the theme of shelter which 
has featured in her work 
for some time and com¬ 
bined it with her lifelong 
love of plants and the Vic¬ 
torian explorers who spent 
time cataloguing their ex¬ 
citing finds and building 
glasshouses to provide 
them with shelter. 

Her aim was to highlight 
how important plants are to 
our everyday existence and 
the need to protect the en¬ 
vironment, which had 
evolved after a visit to the 
Eden Project.

Amanda’s friend Lind 
Bayliss, who brought the 
yurt back following one of 
several trips to Mongolia 
had gone to the school to 
talk to them, dressed in the 
traditional silk deel and 
there followed a project 


which spanned several 
weeks, including singing 
while they learned felt 
making as well as dancing. 

Felt maker Christine said 
she had only been doing 
the craft four years herself 
but the process had 
sparked something in her 
and she holds workshops 
from which she gives a 


percentage of proceeds to 
the Vanessa Project, a local 
charity which helps people 
with depression. 

Christine said: “I think 
it’s the excitement of not 
having to use any tools and 
the fact that it’s is so an¬ 
cient, they can trace the 
first felt to 10,000 years 
ago. 

Once visitors had viewed 
the exhibition, there was 
the option to leave 
thoughts and wishes on the 
Mongolian wishing tree 
called an oova. Mrs 
Bayliss said these were 
traditionally created some¬ 
where important, like a 
crossroads where drivers 
could stop to leave an of¬ 
fering and say a prayer.

OLYROOD Academy 
students have shown their 
enthusiasm for languages 
by coming 10th in the world out 
of 805 schools which took part in 
an online international language 
learning competition involving 
11-16 year olds from 12 countries.

FARMER'S daughter Sue Hasell is full of positive energy and passionate about the 
countryside and organic local food. 

Brought up in the Chew Valley, she was a youth worker when she met horticul- 
turalist Steve Friend and an opportunity arose to buy a property at Lopen Head 
where they have worked in partnership since 1987 building up an environmen¬ 
tally friendly smallholding into the Trading Post. Recently expanded, the site has 
a cafe in an old railway carriage, chickens that live in recycled beach huts, a few 
pigs and a shop that sells organic produce from over 80 local producers. Sue said 
every day is a struggle but they have survived through self -financing, never tak¬ 
ing out a bank loan and have recently expanded the shop having acquired old 
Covent Garden wagons for displaying the goods and added a brand new kitchen 
for the cafe where they have been holding themed food evenings and now do 
brunches. 

In 2006 they built a timber framed thatched dwelling so Steve could live on site 
and look after the animals and crops and regulate the poly tunnels. Sue lives in 
Chiselborough and cycles to work most of the time, enjoying the Somerset coun¬ 
tryside. 


• WHAT do you like most about what 
you do? 

I feel I am doing something useful, pro¬ 
ducing good quality organic food for 
local people, and not being sat in an of¬ 
fice. I have always loved being outside 
and do find it difficult being in the shop 
for long periods but I love meeting peo¬ 
ple. When you are a certain age and your 
children have grown up it's not always 
easy to make new friends but I have met 
loads of people from all walks of life. We 
have a lot of humour because I work with 
like-minded people. I also love a chal¬ 
lenge and don't ever not want to come to 
work and it's lovely having the animals on 
site. 

• IS it important to you to live off the 
site? 

There are times I need to get away from 
it all and I love the cycle ride from here to 
Chiselborough. I arrive at work having 
had time to think about things I want to 
do, or I just switch off and enjoy the 
wildlife. I recently bought a power as¬ 
sisted bike from Cyclelife in Crewkerne. 

• WHICH part of the growing process 
do you like most? 

I love growing anything, I am very good 
at sowing seeds because I grew flowers 
for drying when they were all the rage. 
Because I have done the process myself, 
when Steve brings all the freshly picked 
veg in, I appreciate what's gone into get¬ 
ting it. I hate it when people take food for 
granted. 

• WHAT do you think has been most 
damaging to small producers? 

Seasonal eating is so important and with 
the supermarkets getting anything at any 
time, people have lost the concept of sea¬ 
sonal food. For instance at the moment 
we have six different varieties of kale and 
berries brought in by local producers. I 
believe the body goes in cycles and eat¬ 
ing with the seasons provides you with 
what you need. 

• DO you like to cook? 

I was brought up on meat and three veg. 
I am the sort of person who raids my 
fridge and comes up with all sorts of 
things, I have lots of condiments and stir 
fry with spices a lot. I don't plan, I never 
know what I'm going to eat. I love making 
Indian food from scratch but genuinely 
enjoy English food. 

• WHAT are your future plans? 

We are going to build an outdoor pizza 
oven to coincide with November 5th cel¬ 
ebrations and open up the back garden 
area more, making a pathway through 
the veg patch to a children's hide and 
play . I have also been looking at screen 
bites which was started by a woman in 


Dorset. You have a food related film, it's a 
sponsored event and have food served 
around it - Indian for instance. Katy Bull 
recently joined us to run the cafe and she 
has been adding to our home-baked 
bread and cakes as well as chutneys and 
we want to invite people in for a once a 
month cooking session. 

• APPLE week is coming, what is your 
favourite way to eat them? 

Just fresh, I like them a bit tart too, but I 
do like them baked as well. We get a lot 
of local apples and it's nice to see the Eng¬ 
lish apple coming back into popularity. So 
many of the local orchards were ripped 
out but people are starting to re-plant. 

• WHAT would your three things on 
the desert island be? 

A picture of both my girls, but it would 
probably make me cry. Music, something 
soothing like Vivaldi but I'd want to have 
a dance too so some Mick Jagger or Van 
Morrison. I'd have to have a book but 
what to choose, I think the Gormenghast 
trilogy, I read it when I was young and 
would like to again. 

• IF you could meet anyone who 
would it be? 

Nelson Mandela,no question, but I'd also 
like to meet Mick Jagger, I love Mick Jag¬ 
ger. I'd also like to meet Viv Richards, I 
used to me a huge cricket fan but have no 
time now. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I love nature, I should have been a pho¬ 
tographer, if I'm driving along and I see 
something, like the way the lights hits or 
a certain form I will slam on the breaks 
and my girls will say'mum what are you 
looking at now?' I will look to the dis¬ 
tance, to the furthest point and say I'm 
going there and cycle or walk to it. I like 
to cycle across country, I love adventure. 

• WHAT do you love most about this 
area? 

The countryside is just stunning and the 
proximity to the Jurassic coast is ab¬ 
solutely beneficial, especially bringing up 
the girls, we made good use of the sea. 
The climate is very good here and I love 
that this side of the A303 is very hilly and 
on the other side you have the levels and 
the orchards. I enjoy going to the pubs 
and there is a good music and art scene 
in the area. I have made good use of the 
local theatres and feel fortunate that the 
girls have had good schools and are 
doing exceptionally well. 

• WHAT would be the most exciting 
thing for you to do now? 

It would be great to get a VW van or 
something and pack just enough stuff in 
it, and my bike and just drive.

I T IS hard to believe that The Gallery Cafe Bar and Bistro in Holyrood Street, 
Chard, is celebrating its second birthday this week. It's a real business suc¬ 
cess story born out of a delightful mix of a contemporary bar and dining 
space, with delicious, freshly prepared food, and the best of local arts. It is a 
little dining oasis in the heart of Chard, and a hidden gem waiting to be dis¬ 
covered. 

Owners Simon and Tracey Cooper are the perfect hosts, making The Gallery 
the perfect venue for eating out on any occasion. They moved to South Som¬ 
erset from Wiltshire where they ran a village pub, having gained extensive ex¬ 
perience in the hospitality industry working for several years in Jersey. 

Tracey hails from New Zealand and comes from a family of food lovers. She 
has an extensive background in catering and works closely with chef Jonathan 
Clayton, who worked on the QE2 for three years, to source local produce and 
prepare a new menu each month. 

Simon grew up in Tiverton, Devon. Having spent many years involved with 
Jersey Tourism as a water ski instructor and beach concession manager, he 
enjoys being back in England's South West with Tracey as The Gallery's mine 
hosts. Whatever the occasion, The Gallery can offer the ideal venue with 
Simon and Tracey making sure you and your party are well looked after. 

We visited on Wednesday evening, which was busy and vibrant. Simon gave 
us a warm welcome and we were interested to discover that Wednesdays are 
a popular night for dining out at The Gallery with specials to entice midweek 
diners. These are available on Wednesday and Thursday evenings and includes 
two8oz rump steaks served with a mixed leaf salad and pommefritesfor £25, 
including a bottle of wine. 

We were shown to a comfortable seating area in the restaurant for a pre¬ 
dinner drink and complimentary good quality olives and pretzels. The service 
was friendly and attentive from the start with excellent menu knowledge and 
even some helpful suggestions. The Chateau-Briand for two is their extremely 
popular signature dish. 

For starters we chose the fresh homemade soup of the day - which was 
mushroom, served with crusty toasted bread (£5) - and chorizo and basil br- 
uschetta, which consisted of spicy chorizo sausage, fresh beef tomatoes and 
basil served on garlic toast and topped with grate parmesan (£6.50). Other 
starters available included a trio of Dartmouth smoked fish, Camembert to 
share and devilled kidneys and livers. 

Our main courses were ballantine of chicken with beans in blankets and clas¬ 
sic 8oz fillet steak.The first was a chicken breast stuffed with nutmeg scented 
leeks and creamy Capricorn cheese, served with pan-fried fine green beans 
wrapped in streaky bacon.The steak was served with pommefrites and salad, 
was melt in the mouth tender and very lean. Both dishes were a superb treat 
and utterly delicious. 

Main course dishes are extremely well priced, starting at £12.95, and feature 
meals to share and a vegetarian option. Other dishes include rosemary lamb 
with minted tomatoes and courgettes, plaice nicose and an ultimate surf'n' 
turf to share which consists of 160z Chateau-Briand and a fresh whole lob¬ 
ster. 

We shared a delicious chocolate orange torte for dessert, just one of a fab¬ 
ulous range from the dessert menu. I should mention the wine at The Gallery 
is superb and the Merlot and Chardonnay we tasted were equally delicious. 
Overall, The Gallery has a very extensive wine list, and a great section of drinks 
to suit all tastes.

THOUSANDS of parents average more than 200 miles every 
week driving their children to after-school activities, sporting 
events, parties and other commitments, according to new re¬ 
search byTescoCars.com. 

The survey, which polled more than 2,000 parents across the 
UK, found some children - around 3% - require transport 
equating to more than 200 miles of special journeys each 
week. This is equivalent to almost a third of a London taxi dri¬ 
ver's weekly mileage. According to the Licensed Taxi Driver As¬ 
sociation (LTDA) the average London taxi driver will complete 
around 135 miles per day over a five day week. At current fuel 
prices, the additional mileage could add around £1800 a year 
to a family's fuel bill* 

Tesco Cars commissioned the research to support its hunt for 
the 2011 Parent Driver of the Year. 

The study found on average parents make three trips per 
week, covering 50.02 miles to transport their children to vari¬ 
ous events and activities.The report also found Dads will drive 
their children 10 more miles per week on average than Mums. 

Parents in Wales recorded the highest average weekly 
mileage, around 65 miles, whilst North East parents drive the 
least at 39.5 miles. Just under one in seven parents (15.95%) 
said they don't drive their children to any events or activities 
at all, with some citing the high cost of running their vehicle 
as reason and using public transport instead.

Handicapper finally

THE HANDICAPPER finally caught up with Bob Buckler- 
trained Ethiopia and Cullahill after a very successful 
summer writes Stuart Broom. 

"If there's one thing certain in racing it's that the hand¬ 
icapper will finally catch up with you," said Crewkenr- 
based Buckler after the Nick Elliott duo had run at 
Newton Abbot in midweek.

Having been used during the summer, the surface has 
become badly chewed up through watering, and al¬ 
though the surface was flat, it was sticky and he even¬ 
tually tired and choked badly. 

He has had one operation, but with the weather fore¬ 
cast to be good for the next few days we may give him 
another run with a tongue tie. 

"Failing that we may have to look at another opera¬ 
tion during the winter. 

"He really needs firmer ground and could benefit from 
a more galloping track, despite the fact he has won at 
Newton Abbot." 

Ethiopia meanwhile was well placed just behind the 
leaders and briefly moved into second as they started to 
turn for home, but could not match the first three for 
speed but ran on well to finish fourth. 

"He jumped well and ran up to his handicap, but the 
race is a step up in grade for both horses. 

"They have both had wonderful summers but the 
handicapper if he does his job correctly always wins." 

Ethiopia has won four of his eight races during the last 
five months and been placed in two others, whilst Cul¬ 
lahill has won three of his nine races and been placed in 
four others. 

Mister Matt meanwhile has been entered fora Grade 
4 race at Bangor-on-Dee on Thursday, or may wait 24 
hours for a Grade 2 race at Fontwell Park - providing he 
is not balloted out, where Ballygulleen may well also 
take another step towards fitness.
